Don't Blame the 
Working Mother 


DETROIT ffl—I f s doubtful that 
the working mother is to blame for 
jmenile delinquency, according to 
a federal labor expert 
Mrs. Alice K, Leopold, assi stant 
to the secretary of labor for worn 
en’s affairs, has reported there is 
no statistical evidence to prove 
juvenile delinquency 
is greater 
among children of working moth­ 
ers than those whose mothers stay 
home. 
“ An intelligent woman tries to 
steer a course 
between 
super- 
motherism and being away all the 
time,” Mrs. Leopold said. 
“Some women who don’t work 
are just ac derelict in their moth­ 
erly duties,” she added. 
“They 
spend a great deal of time playing 
cards or in social and civic activ­ 
ities. Sometimes they do less than 
the working mother.”

Mrs. Leopold said the reasons 
for juvenile delinquency are “ too 
complex to put a finger on ” 
“ I believe delinquency is caused 
by some insecurity on the part of 
the child or by a failure of respon­ 
sibility on the partof parents." she 
j said.

CHICAGO IP—Gov. William G 
Stratton's denial of clemency for 
Nathan Leopold’s bid for freedom 
recalled 
a 
“ thrill 
slaying” 
that 
shocked the nation 33 years ago. 
It 
recalled 
the kidnaping and 
slaying of little Bobby Franks, the 
quick arrest and subsequent con 
fessions of Leopold and his part 
ner in crime, Richard Loeb, and 
demands at their trial that the two 
brilliant sons of millionaires be 
“ put away forever” in prison 
Here is the story of that case that 
horrified the nation in the raucous, 
roaring ’20s and was tabbed the 
“ crime of the century” : 
The Kidnaping Victim 
Bobby Franks, 14, was the son 
of Jacob Franks, a wealthy retired 
manufacturer 
He lived with his 
parents in a luxurious home in 
then-fashionable Hyde Park on Chi 
cago’s South Side 
Bobby disappeared about 5 p. m 
May 21. 1924, while walking home 
alone after a neighborhood base 
ball game 
Five hours later, while 
his father was notifying police that 
the boy was missing, a muffled 
voice informed his mother over the 
telephone that her son had been 
kidnaped but was safe. 
The 
next 
morning 
the 
father 
received a mailed note 
It de 
minded $10.OOO ransom. 
Discovery of the Crime 
On the same day, a man walking 
through a forest preserve on the 
far South Side found the nude body 
of a boy. with head crushed, cram 
mod into a railroad culvert 
A pair of shell-rimmed glasses 
was found near the scene. 
While Franks was still frantic­ 
ally trying to make contact with 
the kidnapers, Bobby’s uncle went 
to the morgue and identified the 
body found in the culvert as that 
of the Franks boy. 
Police 
gave Franks 
the 
grim 
news as he waited for a taxicab 
to take him with the ransom mon 
e.v to a rendezvous with the kid­ 
napers. 
The 
rendezvous 
never 
took place 
The Investigation 
A trail led straight to Leopold. 
19-year-old 
scion 
of 
a 
wealthy 
Hyde Park family, and Loeb, 18. 
his intimate companion Both were 
outstanding graduate .students at 
the University of Chicago 
They were avid readers of Ar­ 


thur Schopenhauer, the pessimistic 
German philosopher, and Kneeler 
ieh Nietsche, the apostle of the 
“ superman.” 
The glasses found near the scene 
were traced through 
an optical 
shop to Leopold 
He 
admitted 
they were his. 
He said blithely 
that he must ha\e lost them while 
studying birds in the forest pre 
serve. 
But reporters digging into 
the case found samples of typing 
Leopold had done for classmates. 
They compared the samples with 
the typing on the ransom note 
They matched. 
Leopold’s typewriter was fished 
up from 
Jackson Park 
lagoon 
where he had thrown it 
The Confession 
Leopold and Loeb confessed soon 
afterward. 
Their story sickened 
even veteran policemen 
They said they plotted what they 
thought 
would 
be 
a 
“ perfect 
crime” because they wanted to 
prove to themselves that they could 
outwit the law. 
And they wanted 
to convince themselves, they said, 
that they were supermen who could 
preserve a detached, scientific at 
titude while snuffing out the life 
of Bobby Franks 
They told authorities they indue 
ed young Franks to enter their car. 
a rented one. for a “ ride home” 
and almost immediately bludgeon 
cd him to death v ith a chisel 
Each blamed the other for the 
actual slaving. 
The Trial 
The thrill slayers were brought 


I to trial on July 23. 1924 
At first 
they pleaded not guilty 
But later 
their lawyer, the famous Clarence 
Harrow, had them change their 
plea to guilty, 
In a dramatic courtroom battle 
to save Leopold and Loeb from the 
death penalty, Harrow sent a bat 
tory of alienists to the witness 
chair to testify that the two youths 
were the victims of a lack of nor 
mality in their lives 
Harrow pleaded that while the de 


f o n d a n ts might intellectually know 
the difference between right and 
wrong, they could not make the 
distinction emotionally. 
State’s Atty 
Robert K 
Crowe 
called the youths “ a pair of rattle 
snakes” and demanded the death 
1 penalty. 
Judge John R 
Caverly finally 
sentenced each to 99 year* for kid 
I naping and a life term for murder 
He said it was his wish that they 
should never be freed 
They entered StateviUe Peniten­ 
tiary on Sept ll, 1924 
The Years Since 
Leopold faded into the obscurity 
of prison life as No. 9306 1). 
He 
became a model prisoner, 


Loeb, 
a sexual deviate, 
was 
i slashed to death in January. 1936, 
in a fight with a fellow convict. 


Leopold served 25 years before 
he made his first bid for free 
dom 
Then, in 1949, he asked for 
executive clemency on the same 
grounds as other conv icts who vol
